— Three bills, 
proposing important changes in the 
laws under which the interstate com­ 
merce commission supervises the op­ 
eration „ of railroads, were introduced 
in the house by Air. Adamson of Geor­ 
gia. 
As Mr. Adamson is chairman of 
the committee 
on 
interstate com­ 
merce, it is assumed the bills will be 
used as a basis for legislation to be 
passed 
this 
session 
enlarging 
the 
powers of the interstate 
commerce 
commission. 
The Adamson commit­ 
tee will shape in part the anti-trust 
program 
of 
the administration. 
It 
will handle all hills dealing with rail­ 
ways, while the judiciary committee, 
of which Mr. Clayton of Alabama is 
chairman, will frame all measures re­ 
lating to industrial corporations. 
In a statement with his bills, Chair­ 
man Adamson declares he stands for 
the policy of government regulation 
instead 
of 
government 
owmership. 
He strongly intimates that unless tile 
powers of the commission are broad­ 
ened. the sentiment for government 
ownership will be accelerated. 
The first bill in the Adamson series 
is aimed at the overcapitalization of 
railroads. 
The second bill provides 
that all corporations complying with 
the anti-trust laws shall so certify to 
the 
secretary 
of 
commerce, 
who 
thereupon shall place Hie names of 
the corporations on what is termed 
the “commercial directory.” 
Corpo­ 
rations so registered will be immedi­ 
ately recognized as “good trusts." as 
distinguished 
from 
“bad 
trusts” 
which fail or refuse to register.

I he total ot all precious stones for tho same period 
was $43,333,333 as against $32,250,000 last year. These figures 
are declared by the bureau to warrant the belief that this year’s 
importations will greatly exceed those of former years.

I present to you In addition the or 
gent necessity that special provision 
he made also for facilitating th©credits 
needed by the farmers of the country 
The pending currency hill does the 
farmers a great service. 
It puts them 
ipon an equal footing with tither bust 
less men and masters of enterprise, as 
.t should, and Upon Its passage they 
will find themselves quit of many of 
the difficulties which now hamper them 
Iii the field of crtslit. The farmers of 
course ask and should he given no spe­ 
cial privilege, such as extending to 
them the credit of tin* government 
Itself 
What they need and should oh 
tall! Is legislation which will nuikt 
their own abundant and substantia! 
credit resources available aa a foun 
tin tion for Joint, concerted, local ne 
Hon iii their own behalf In getting the 
capital they must use. It is to this we 
should now address ourselves. 
It has. singularly enough, come to ; 
pass that we have allowed the Indus j 
try of our farms to lag behind the 
tither activities of the country In Its 
development. 
I need not atop ie tell 
you how' fundamental to the life of the 


nation ta the production of tea fowl 
Our thoughts may ordinarily be con­ 
centrated upon the cities and the hives 
of industry, upon the cries of the 
crowded market place and the clangor 
of the factory, but it in from the quiet 
Inters [races of th? open valleys and the 
free hillsides that we draw tile sources 
o f life and of prosperity, from the 
farm and the ranch, from the forest 
•nd the mine. 
Without these every 
•treet would lie silent, every office de­ 
serted, every factory fallen into (hare 
fa ir. 
And yet the farmer does not stand 
upon the same footing with th© fores 
ter and the miner in the market of 
credit 
He Is the servant of the sea­ 
sons. Nature determines bow long he 
must walt for bis crops and will not 
be hurried in her processes. 
De may 
give his note, but the season of Its 
maturity depends upon the season 
when his crop matures and lies at the 
gates of the market where his prod 
act* are sold. 
And the security he 
gives is of ti character not known in 
the broker’s office or aa familiarly as 
it might be on the counter of the 
banker. 
The agricultural department of the 
government Is seeking to assist as 
never before to make farming an effl 
dent business, of wide co-operative ef 
fort, in quick touch with the markets 
for foodstuffs. 
The farmers and the 
government will henceforth work to­ 
gether as real partners in this field, 
where we now begin to see our way 
very clearly and where many intelli­ 
gent plans are already being put into 
execution. 
Tho treasury of the United States 
has by a timely and well considered 
distribution of its deposits facilitated 
the moving of the crops In the present 
season and prevented the scarcity of 
available funds too often experienced 
at anda times 
Rut we must not allow 
ourselves to depend upon extraordi­ 
nary expedients. 
We must add the 
means by which the farmer may make 
his credit constantly and easily avail­ 
able and command when be will the 
capital by which to support and ex 
paud his business. 
We lag behind 
many other great countries of the mod­ 
em world In attempting to do this 
Systems of rural credit have l»een 
studied and developed on the other 
side of the water while we left our 
farmers to shift for themselves In the 
ordinary money market. 
You have 
but to look nliout you In any rural dis­ 
trict to see the result the handicap 
and embarrassment which have been 
put upon those who produce our food. 
Conscious of this backwardness and 
neglect ©n our part, the congress re 
cently authorised the creation of a 
special co rn rn Is sion to study the vari­ 
ous systems of rural credit which have 
been put into operation In Europe, and 
thia commission is already prepared 
to report 
Its report ought to make It 
easier for us to determine what meth­ 
ods will be best suited to our own 
farmers. 
I hope and believe that the 
committees of the senate and house 
will address themselves to this matter 
with the most fruitful results, and I 
believe that the studies and recently 
formed plans of the department of ag-

with its debatable ground about It. 
hut that we should as much as possi­ 
ble reduce the area of that debatable 
ground by further and more explicit 
legislation, and should also supplement 
that great net by legislation which 
will not only clarify It hut also facili­ 
tate its adminstration and make it 
fairer to all concerned. 
No doubt we shall nil wish. and the 
country will expect, thia to Ive the 
central subject of our deliberations 
during the present session, hut It Is a 
subject so many sided and so descry. 
lug of careful and discriminating dis­ 
cussion that I shall take the liberty of 
addressing you upon It in a special 
message at a later date than this. 
It 
Is of capital Importance that the busi­ 
ness men of this country should be re­ 
lieved of all uncertainties of law with 


Mff«ri to their enterprise© and invest­ 
ments and a dear path indicated 
which they c©n travel without anxiety. 
It I* as important that tbey should be 
relieved of embarrassment and set 
free to prosper as that private mo nop 
oly should Iv© destroyed.

FAVORS DIRECT ELECTIONS. 


Would Retain Conventions, Delegatee 
to Be Nominees For Office, Whose 
Duty It Would Be to Framo Plat­ 
forms. 
I turn to a subject which I hope can 
bo handled promptly and without seri­ 
ous controversy of any kind. 
I mean 
the method of selecting nominees for 
the presidency of the United States. 
I 
feel confident that I do not misinter­ 
pret the wishes or the expectations of 
the country when I urge the prompt 
enactment of legislation which will 
provide for primary elections through­ 
out the country at which the voters of 
th© several parties may choose their 
nominees for the presidency without 
the intervention of nominating conven­ 
tions. 
I venture the suggestion that 
this legislation should provide for th© 
retention of party conventions, but 
only for the purpose of declaring and 
accepting the verdict of the primaries 
and formulating the platforms of the 
parties, and I suggest that these con­ 
ventions should consist not of dele­ 
gates chosen for this single purpose, 
but of the nominees for congress, the 
nominees for vacant seats in the sen­ 
ate of the United States, the senators 
whose terms have not yet closed, the 
national committees and the candi­ 
dates for the presidency themselves, 
in order that platforms may be framed 
by those responsible to the people for 
carrying them Into effect. 


PHILIPPINE CONTROL 


Must Hold Ultimate Independence In 
View and Strive to Fit Filipinos For 
8*lf Government at Future Date. 
These are all matters of vital do­ 
mestic concern, and besides them, out­ 
side the charmed circle of our own na­ 
tional life Id which our affections com­ 
mand us, as well as our consciences, 
there stand out our obligations toward 
our territories over sea. 
Here we are 
trustees. Porto Hico. Hawaii, the Phil­ 
ippines. are ours, indeed, but not ours 
to do whnt we please with. Such ter­ 
ritories, once regarded as mere posses­ 
sions, are no longer to be selfishly ex­ 
ploited; they are part of the domain of 
public conscience and of serviceable 
and enlightened statesmanship. 
We must administer them for the 
people who live In them and with the 
same sense of responsibility to them as 
toward our own people in our domestic 
affairs. 
No doubt we shall success­ 
fully enough hind Porto Hico and the 
Hawaiian Islands to ourselves by ties 
of justice and interest and affection, 
but the performance of our duty to­ 
ward the Philippines Is a more diffi­ 
cult and debatable matter. 
We can 
satisfy the obligations of generous Jus­ 
tice toward the people of Porto Rico 
by giving the ample and familiar 
rights and privileges accorded our own 
citizens in our own territories and our 
obligations toward the people of Ha­ 
waii by perfecting the provisions for 
self government already granted them, 
but In the Philippines we must go fur­ 
ther. 
We must hold steadily lo view 
their ultimate Independence, and we 
must move toward the time of that 
independence as steadily as the way 
can be cleared and the foundations 
thoughtfully and permanently laid. 
Acting under the authority conferred 
upon tile president by congress, I have 
already accorded the people of the Is­ 
lands a majority in both houses of 
their legislative body by appointing 
five instead of four native citizens to 
the membership of the commission. 
I 
believe that in this way we shall make 
proof of their capacity In counsel and 
their sense of responsibility In tile ex­ 
ercise of political power and that the 
success of this step will he sure to 
clear our view for the steps which are 
to follow, 
• 
Step by step we should extend and 
perfect the system of self government 
to the Islands, making test of them and 
modifying them as experience discloses 
their successes and their failure©: that 
we should pion* and more put tinder 
the control of the native citizens of the 
archipelago tho essential instruments 
of their life, their local instrumental! 
ties of government, their schools, all 
the common Interests of their commu­ 
nities aud so by counsel and experience 
set ut) a government which all the 
world will see to be suitable to a peo­ 
ple whose affair© are under their own 
control. 
, 
At last, I hope and believe, we are 
beginning to gain the confidence of the 
filipino peoples. 
By their counsel and 
experience, rather than by our own, 
ve shall learn how best to serve them 
and how soon It will he possible and 
wise to withdraw our supervision. Let 
us once find the path and set out with 
firm and confident tread upon it, and 
we shall not wander from it or linger 
upon It 


PROBLEM J N ALASKA. 


Urge* Development by Nation of N at­ 
ural Resources and Full Territorial 
Form of Government. 
A duty faces us with regard to Alas­ 
ka which seems to me very pressing 
and very imperative: perhaps I should 
say tx double duty, for it concerns both 
the political and the material develop­ 
ment of the territory. The people of 
Alaska should be given the full terri­ 
torial form of government, and Alas­ 
ka. as a storehouse, should be unlock­ 
ed. One key to It la a system of rail­ 
way© 
These the government should 
Itself build and administer, and the 
ports and terminals it should itself 
contr* in the interest of all who wish 


to 009 them tor the service and! devel­ 
opment of th© country aud its people. 
But the construction of railways Is 
only the first step—la only thrusting In 
th© key to the storehouse and throw 
tog back the lock and opening the 
door. 
Flow the tempting resources of 
the country are to he exploited is an­ 
other matter, to which I shall take the 
liberty of from time to time calling 
your attention, for it is a policy which 
must he worked out by well consid­ 
ered stages, not upon theory but upon 
lines of practical expediency. 
It la 
part of our general problem of con­ 
servation. 
We have a freer band in 
working out the problem In Alaska 
than in the states of the Union, and 
yet th© principle and object ar© th© 
•ame wherever we touch it. We must 
use the resource© of the country, not 
lock them up. 
There need be no conflict or jealousy 
as between state and federal authori­ 
ties. for there can be no essential dlf-

EMPLOYER'S LIABILITY ACT. 


Urges Legielation to Safeguard W o r k ­ 
men Both on Land and Sea— Pointe 
Out Needed Economical Reforms. 
Three or four matters of special Im­ 
portance and significance I beg that 
you will permit me to mention in clos­ 
ing. 
Our bureau of mines ought to be 
equipped and empowered to render 
even more effectual service than it ren­ 
ders now in improving the conditions of 
mine labor and making the mines more 
economically productive as well as 
more safe. 
This Is an all Important 
part of the work of conservation, and 
the conservation of human life and en­ 
ergy lies oven nearer to our Interest 
than the preservation from waste of 
our material resources. 
We owe It In mere justice to the rail­ 
way employees of the country to pro­ 
vide for them a fair and effective em­ 
ployer’s liability act; and a law that 
we can stand by in this matter will be 
no less to the advantage of those who 
administer the railroads of the coun­ 
try than to the advantage of those 
whom they employ. 
The e x ig e n c e 
of a large number of the states abun­ 
dantly proves this. 
We ought to devote ourselves to 
meeting pressing demands of plain 
justice like this as earnestly as to the 
accomplishment of |>olitieal and eco­ 
nomic reforms 
Social justice comes 
first. 
Law Is the machinery for its 
realization aud is vital only as it ex­ 
presses and embodies it. 
An International congress for the dis­ 
cussion of all questions that affect safe­ 
ty at sea i- now sitting in London at 
the suggestion of our own government. 
So soon as the conclusions of that con­ 
gress can he learned and considered 
we ought to uddress ourselves, among 
other things, to the prompt alleviation 
of the very unsafe, unjust and burden­ 
some conditions which now surround 
the employment of sailors and render 
it extremely difficult to obtain the 
services of spirited and competent men 
such na every ship needs if it Is to be 
safely handled aud brought to port 
May I not express the very real 
pleasure I have experienced In co-op- 
erattog with this congress and sharing 
with It the labors of common service 
to which it has devoted Itself so unre­ 
servedly during the past seven months 
of uncomplaining concentration upon 
the business of legislation? 
Surely it 
is a proper and pertinent part of my 
report on “The State of the Union” to 
express my admiration for the dili­ 
gence, the good temper and the full 
comprehension of public duty which 
has already been manifested by both 
the houses, and I hope that it may not 
be deemed an Impertinent Intrusion 
of myself into the picture lf I gay with 
how much and how constant satisfac­ 
tion I have availed myself of the priv­ 
ilege of putting my time and energy 
it their disposal alike In counsel and 
in action.

Francisco Escuadcro, foreign min­ 
ister in the Carranza provisional cab­ 
inet, confirmed it also. 
The reports 
say that the evacuation took 
place 
Sunday, following the return of the 
federals defeated by Villa near Juarez 5 
last week, and that the citizens have 
placed 
F re d e ric Moye, a business* 
man, in temporary charre of the city 
pending the arrival of the rebel army 
of investment. 
The capture of Juarez by the rebels 
under Pancho Villa was followed by 
the looting of many stores and the 
sale of goods to American dealers. 
This is confirmed from many sources 
in El Paso. 
The loot wtll total a half 
million pesos. 
Without seeing a single federal, the 
advance guard of Villa's army reach­ 
ed the station of Carri sal, according 
to 
telegraphic advices received by 
General Villa. 
CafTtsal is 97 miles 
south of Juarez, on the Mexican Cen­ 
tral railway, and is nearly half way 
to the city of Chihuahua. 
The federals who fled south last 
week are said to lie scattered and de­ 
moralized. 
The 3.500 rebels now at 
Carrizal will march south to Monte* 
zuma.119 miles from Juarez and await 
the arrival of Villa, who will 
take 
personal command of the operations 
against the capital. 
Francisco Escuadero, foreign minis­ 
ter in the provisional cabinet of Car­ 
ranza, who is now here treating with 
Villa, sounded a note of warning from 
the rebels to the Pnited States rela­

mediation. 
“The fall of Huerta is inevitable and 
the only slight hope for him is the 
United States,” said Escuadero. “Any 
arrangement

There is no friction 
between Carranza and Villa, for Villa 
is considered the supreme military 
commander of Chihuahua.”

— Three bills, 
proiiosing important changes in the 
laws under which the interstate com­ 
merce commission supervises the op­ 
eration, of railroads, were introduced 
in the house by Mr. Adamson of Geor­ 
gia. 
As Mr. Adamson is chairman of 
the committee 
on 
interstate com­ 
merce, It Is assumed the bills will be 
used as a basis for legislation to be 
passed 
this 
session 
enlarging 
the 
powers of the 
interstate commerce 
commission. 
The Adamson commit­ 
tee will shape in part the anti-trust 
program 
of 
the administration. 
It 
will handle all bills dealing with rail* 
ways, while the judiciary committee, 
of which Mr. Clayton of Alabama is 
chairman, will frame all measures re­ 
lating to industrial corporations. 
In a statement with his bills. Chair­ 
man Adamson declares he stands for 
the policy of government regulation 
Instead 
of 
government 
ownership. 
He strongly intimates that unless the 
powers of the commission are broad­ 
ened, the sentiment for government 
ownership will bo accelerated. 
The first bill in the Adamson series 
is aimed at the overcapitalization of 
railroads.

T he agricultural departm ent of the 
government is seeking to assist as 
bever before to m ake farm ing an effl 
d e n t business, of wide co-operative ef­ 
fort, in quick touch with the markets 
for foodstuffs. 
The farm ers and the 
government will henceforth work to­ 
gether as real partners in this Geld. 
where we now begin to see our way 
very clearly and where m any Intelli­ 
gent plans are already being put Into 
execution. 
Tho treasury of the United States 
has by a timely and well considered 
distribution of its deposits facilitated 
the moving of tho crops In the present 
season aud prevented tho scarcity of 
available funds too often experienced 
a t such times 
Rut w e m ust not allow 
ourselves to depend upon extraordi­ 
nary expedients. 
We m ust add the 
means by which the farm er may make 
his credit constantly and easily avail­ 
able and command when he will the 
capital by which to support and ex 
pend his business 
We lag behind 
many other great countries of the mod­ 
ern world in attem pting to do this 
Systems of rural credit have been 
studied and developed on the other 
side of the w ater while we left our 
farm ers to shift for themselves In the 
ordinary money market. 
You have 
but to look about you in nny rural dis­ 
trict to soc tile re su lt the handicap 
anil em barrassm ent which have been 
put upon those who produce our food. 
Conscious of this backwardness and 
neglect en our part, the congress re 
cently authorized the creation of a 
special commission to study the carl 
oils system s of rural credit which have 
been {tut into operation in Europe, and 
Ibis commission is already prepared 
to re p o rt 
Its report ought to make it 
easier for us to determ ine what meth­ 
ods will be best suited to our own 
farmers. 
I hope and believe that the 
committees of the senate and house 
xviii address themselves to this m atter 
with the most fruitful results, and I 
believe th at the studies and recently 
formed plans of the departm ent of ag

These ar# nil m atters of vital do­ 
mestic concern, and besides them, out­ 
side the charmed circle of our own na­ 
tional life in which our affections com­ 
mand us, as well as our consciences, 
there stand out our obligations toward 
our territories over sen. 
Here we are 
trustees. Porto Rico. Hawaii, the Phil­ 
ippines. are ours, Indeed, but not ours 
to do w hat we please with. 
Such te r­ 
ritories. once regarded as mere posses­ 
sions, are no longer to he selfishly ex­ 
ploited; they are part of the domain of 
public conscience and of serviceable 
and enlightened statesm anship. 
We must adm inister them for the 
people who live in them and with the 
same sense of responsibility to them as 
toward our own people in our domestic 
affairs. 
No doubt xve shall success­ 
fully enough bind Porto Rico and the 
H aw aiian Islands to ourselves by ties 
of justice and Interest and affection. 
but the performance of our duty to­ 
ward the Philippines Is a more diffi­ 
cult and debatable matter. 
We can 
satisfy the obligations of generous Jus­ 
tice toward the people of Porto Rico 
by 
giving 
the ample and 
familiar 
rights and privileges accorded our own 
citizens In our own territories and our 
obligations toward the people of H a­ 
waii by perfecting the provisions for 
self government already granted them 
but in the Philippines we m ust go fur­ 
ther.

I not express the very real 
pleasure I have experienced in co-op­ 
erating with this congress and sharing 
with it the la bors of common service 
to which it has devoted Itself so unre­ 
servedly during the past seven months 
of uncomplaining concentration upon 
the business of legislation? 
Surely it 
is a proper and pertinent part of my 
report on “The State of the Union** to 
express my admiration for the dili­ 
gence. the good temper and the full 
comprehension of public duty which 
has already been manifested by both

Frederico Moye, a business 
man, in temporary charge of the city 
pending the arrival of the rebel army 
of investment. 
The capture of Juarez by the rebels 
under Pancho Villa was followed by 
the looting of many stores and the 
sale of goods to American dealers. 
This is confirmed from many sources 
in El Paso. 
The loot will total a half 
million pesos. 
Without seeing a single federal, the 
advance guard of Villa’s army reach­ 
ed the station of Carrizal, according 
to 
telegraphic advices received by 
General Villa. 
Carrizai is 97 miles 
south of Juarez, on th** Mexican Ven­ 
tral railway, and is nearly half w'ay 
to the city of Chihuahua, 
The federals w ho fl* d south last 
week are said to he scattered and de­ 
moralized. 
Tile 3.500 rebels now at 
C ardial will march south to Monte­ 
z u m a , ^ miles from Juarez and await 
the arrival of Villa, who will take 
personal command of the operations 
against the capital. 
Francisco Escuadero, foreign minis­ 
ter in the provisional cabinet of Car­ 
ranza, who is now here treating with 
Villa, sounded a note of warning from 
the rebels to the United States rela­

The fall of Huerta is inevitable and 
the only slight hope for him is the 
United States,” said Escuadero.
